Ravages of Worm. Early rising of the culti- 


vator is the best remedy it he visits his onion 
bed a very few minutes each morning before sun 
rise a»d remove from the onion bed all the plants 
which are wilted; with the earth underneath 
them which is likely to have any worms in it. 
In the spring when the plants are fast np the 
number of wotma is small and they may be ea- 
sily destroyed; but if neglected the worms in. 
crease so rapidly in number and size that it is 
difficult if not impossible to destroy them. Th- 
above method I have found unifoimly success- 
ful and will do well on a small scale. If any 
one is disposed to raise them more extensively 
sea sand w recommended. 
1 think the onion 


crop would not be so profitable as most others- 
but by the above method each dimly may easily 
raise enough tor its owa use.

Virginia Election. 


The election in Virginia, there is good reason 


to believe, has resulted favorably to the Whigs. 
Nine State Senators, 134 members of the House 
of Delegates, and two members of Congress, 
were to be chosen. 


The Senate last year consisted of 12 Whigs 


and 20 Locos, and it is probable that the political 
character of that body will not be materially 
changed. 


In the House of Delegates, last year, the Lo- 


cos had a majority of 14, and there is a. strong 
prospect that the Whigs will this year have a 
majority, though not sufficient to counterbalance 
the Loco majority in the Senate. 


Ot the members ot Congress, Mr Goggin, the 


Whig candidate in the district lately represent- 
ed by MrGrl-msr, is brheired--te-oe elected by a 
majority of some hundreds of votes. In the dis- 
trict lately represented by Mr Wise,,there was a 
close and warm contest, and the result is more 
doubtful, althouh the prospects of Mr Car ter, the 
Whig candidate, looked encouraging. It is stat- 
ed that Accomac, where a large Loco majority 
was counted upon, has given but 100 for Bay ley 
the Loco candidate—while in Charles City,John 
Tyler's birth place, there were but23 Loco votes 
eutof]80. Hanover county, Mr Clay's birth 
place, has given a noble Whig majority.

The Texas Treaty, 


Concluded between the United States of Amer- 


ica and the Republic of Texas,al Washington 
• 
»•»•«. riav of April. 1644; 


The people of Texas having, at me time of 


adopting their Constitution, expiessed, by an tl- 
most unanimous vote, their «Uwe to b« incor- 
porated into the Union of the United States, and 
being still desirous of the same With equal unan- 
imity, in order to provide more effectually for 
their security and prosperity ; and the U. States, 
actuated solely by the desire to add to their own 
security and prosperity, and to meet the wishes 
of the Government and people ot Tezas, have 
determined to accomplish, by treaty, objects so 
important to their mutual and permanent wel- 
fare. 


For that purpose, the President of the United 


States has given full powers to JohnC.Calhoun, 
Secretary of State of the United States, and the 
President of the Republic of Texas has ap- 
pointed, with like powers, Isaac Van Zandt and 
J. Pinckney Henderson, citizens of theglid Re- 
public ; and the said plenipotentiaries, after ex- 
changing their full powers, have agreed on and 
concluued Ihs following atticles.— 


AKT. 1. The Republic ot Texas, acting in con- 


formity with the wishes of the people and every 
department of its Government, cedes to the U 
Slates all lU territories, to be held by them in 
lull properly and sovereignty, and to be annex- 
ed to ihe'laici" United Slates as orie ot thea Ter- 
ritones, subject to the same constitutional pro- 
Tinons with their other territories 
This ces- 


sion includes all public lota and squares, vacant 
lands, mints, minerals, salt lakes and gpnngs, 
public edifices, fortifications, barracks, ports and 
harbors, navy and navy yards, docks, magazines, 
arms, armaments, and accoutrements, archives 
and public documents, public funds, debts, taxes 
and dues unpaid at the tune of the exchange of 
the ratifications of this treaty. 


ART. 11. The citizens ot Texas shall be incor- 


porated into the Union of the United States,main- 
tained aud protected in the free enjoyment of 
their liberty and ptoperty, and admited, as soon 
as may be consistent with the principles ot the 
Federal Constitution, to the enjoyment of all 
the rights, privileges, and immunities, ot citi- 
zens ot the United States 


ART. 111. All titles and claims to real estimate, 


which are valid under the laws of Texas, shall 
be held to be so by the United States ; and meas- 
ures shall be adopted tor the speedy adjudication 
ol all unsettled claims to land, and patents shall 
be granted to those found to be valid. 


ART IV. The public lands hereby ceded shall 


be subject to the laws regulating the public lands 


produced-before thefl^jejative to the claims al- 
lowed or jejected, to the Treasury JJepartment 
of the United Slates, to be deposited therein 
and the Secretary of the Treasury shall, as soon 
as practicable alter the receipt of the same, as 
certain the aggregate amount of the debts an< 
liabilities allowed ; and if the same, when addet 
to the amount to be paid to Frederick Dawson 
and the sum which may be paid in the redemp 
tiojrat the exchequer bills, shall not exceed the 
estimated sum of ten millions ot dollarc,he shall 
on the presentation of <i certificate of the com 
missionere, issue, at the option of the holder, 
new certificate for the amount, digtmguishm, 
principal from interest, and payable to him o 
ordei, out of the net pioceeds ot the public land 
hereby ceded; or stock of the United States fo 
the amount allowed, including principal and in 
terest, and bearing an interest of three per cen 
per annum from the date thereof; which stock 
in addition to being made payable out of the ne 
proceeds of the public Lnds hereby ceded, sha' 
also be receivable in payment of the same. 


Incase the amount of the debts and liabilitie 


allowed, with the sums aforesaid to be paid 
Frederick Dawson, and which may be paid in j 
the redemption of the exchequer bills, shall ex- 
ceed the said sum often millions of dollars, the 
said Secretary, before issuing a new certificate, 
or stock, as the case may be, shall make in each 
case such proportionable and rateable reduction 
on its amount as to reduce the aggregate to the 
said amount ot ten millions of dollais, and he 
shall tiavc puf.^. tu i.—^. »u noedtul rnl»»s and 
,. guiationa necessary to carry into effect the 
powers hereby vested in him. 


ART. Vll. Until further provisions shall be 


made^he laws of Texas, as now existing, shall 
remain in force, and all executive and judicial 
officers of Texas except the President, Vice 
President, and heads of departments, shall re- 
tain their offices with all power and authority 
appertaining thereto, and the couits of justices 
shall remain in all respects as now established 
and organized. 


ART Vll I. immediately after the exchange 


of the ratifications of this treaty, the President 
ot the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent ol the Senate, shall appoint a com- 
missioner, who shall proceed to Texas and re- 
ceive the transter of the territory thereof, and 
all the archives and public property, and other 
things herem conveyed, in the name of the U. 
States. He shall exercise all executive author- 
ity in said territory necessary to the proper ex- 
ecution of the laws, until otherwise provided. 


ART. IX. The present treaty shall be ratified
